Srpt. 15th, 1887. j 
Miles G. Itadfori], Appellant, vs., 
(Juiiimoii wealth of Kentucky, Ap- 
pellee j Appeal from the Trigg Cir- 
cuit Court. 

Opinion of the Court delivered by 
Juilgo Uult : 

The appellant, Mllea G. Kadford, 
atatiila couficted of inau-aUughter 
for th* killing of lieury D. Juhiiacn. 
Unlike, a< la usual in auch 
lliere ia not much conflict of tedium 
ny. The deceased waa the tenant of 
ihe accuacd. He had upuu the farm 
of his landlord aome com, aud wa 
indebted to liim for rent. A fear 
lay. before the" killing, he with hi 
team naa paaaiug by the houae of 
the accused on hi* way to remove 
th. coi n, vi lien tho latter (topped him 
anil told him (hat h. wauled hie ren 
uut of it. Some convocation oc 
urred between them about lighting 
but upon a suggestion from tlio ac 
met) that they both belonged to the 
hurch, they agreed that a ii.lghbor 
should aettle it, aud the dectaaed 
tut ued back home. 

Th. day before the killing, but at 
litTeient nines, each of them went to 
i curtaiu neighbor, aud he, at their 
naiauce, agreed to go to the farm the 
next day aud aettle tbo matter 
betw.eu tli.tit. About auuup, how 
ever, the next morning the daccaaod 
with hia team, and In company with 
hia wife, was driving by the houae of 
the accused, aud on tile road to get 
the com. The attention of the ap 
pellant wu called to it by loan of 
hia family, aud as he passed llnoii 
Ihe ball in going out of the liouao 
wliuio Johuaou was, ho picked tip a 
gun, which, aa the teatimouy aliotva, 
had been lately brought to the bouse 
' y hia grandson, aud which, aa Ihe 
ccuaed taya, waa thero without hie 
knowledge. Ho teatifloa that he did 
not lake it with any purpoae ut ahojt 
ug tho deceased— aud only upon till 
lea of protecting himself if it lie. 
ante necessary, from violeuce at th. 
amis of Johnson, who waa a large, 
lout man iu middle life, while Ibe 
ucciiaed was crippled iu hia right 
and, and then seventy -four yeara of 
age. Upon gelling out ul the houac, 
. motioii.d to or told 111. duceaeed 
to atop and the latter did eo. Some 
conversation than occurred, tho .ob- 
tain o of which waa that ilie deceaa 
td auuouiiccd Lis purp.se to Ket the 
l in n, while the accused asked blm to 
secure him iu bis rent, or to wait tin- 
I iheir ueiglibor settled the mailer 
>etweeu them, aa they had agra.d he 
hotlkj do. During title cout.taation, 
deceased made uue or more tin- 
ucceaslul efforts to get hold of the 
uu. He adhered to Ida purpose, 
aying I bat he had been advised that 
he could taku all of the corn, and that 
was going to do so. lie thou 
started iu his wagon toward the corn- 
Hold, the accused walking along iu 
trout of the team, while the two 
grand-daughters, of Ihe latter, at hia 
retiu.at, followed behind the wagon 
t here is aome ovideuco that • lie 
ccuaed, wiiile ou tho road lo the 
eld, triad to persuade the deceaaed 
lo turn back. He aaya that he had 
no purpose iu going to the Held or 
Iu taking the gun lo attack Johuaou ; 
but to lorbid him from entering tho 
eld, and then if he si ill pereieled iu 
moving the corn to go and get an at- 
tachment wlieu he began to do so 
When they arrived near the Meld the 
accuacd atopped upon the aitle of tho 
oad while the deceased drove by him 
ml up lo the com-fleld fence, hand- 
ed the reina to hia wife, and at once 
Jumped out of llio wagon, aud, with 
weip iu his hand, atartedback di- 
ectly toward Kadford. The latter 
arned him once or more uot to come 
any nearer to ti i in, but hu persisted ; 
anil when within aov.u or eight foel 
f the accused, ha shut him. 
There is aome cvidouce lending to 
how that as Johnson ao advanced 
he [>ut one hand behind him aa if to 
raw a wcapou ; aud the testimony 
lowa that he waa a dangerous, de- 
termined man. 

A reveraal la ask.d upon two 
grounds : and we have alated the evi- 
dence iu aubstance, but not in detail, 
bacauee it ia necessary to their con- 
■deration. 

Firat, because of the introduction 
of incompetent testimony. Second, 
because the jury were improperly lit - 
atrucled. 

I'pou tho cross-examination of the 
coeed, aud also of Ilia grand-daugh- 
ter, Ihe Coniiuonwealth was permit- 
led over the objection of the defcud- 
nt to ask i beiu if tbo wife of John- 
son did uot, just after her husband 
aa ahut, go to him and smear her 
bands and arms with hie blood; aud 
an arHruiatire atiawor being gireu, 
ill. Conimouwealth then introduced 
the widow, who testified thai she did 
uot do ao. 
Thia waa an immaterial matter; 
nd It is wall aettled that a witness 
annot b. examined upon a subject 
ot relevant to tho iaaue for tho mere 
purpose of contradicting him. 

Mr. Starkio aaya: "A witness is 
not to bo cross-examined aa to any 
listinct collateral fact for th. pur- 
poae of afterward impeaching hia tes- 
mony by coutradicting him.'' — 
Slarki. on Evidence, 2GU 

This rule is aiipportod by an un- 
broken line of decisions, among 
hi b are Natiou va. People, (>, l'ar- 
.r'aCrim. Kejiorta, Hildeburn va. 
Currau, (55, l'a. St. 59, Combs »•, 
Winchester, 39 N. II. 1:1, Harper vs. 
It. It. Co., 47 No., 607, Cornelius »a. 

in w li It. 15. It. M. 5:K1 and Ken- 
nody va. Comwllh., 14, Mush 340. 

The rule is admitted by th. able 
Attorney General lu thia case : but 
it ia urged, that tho witnesses were 
otherwise contradicted by Mrs. 
Johuaou, and that the accused could 
not have been prejudiced by the ad- 
mission of the testimony. 

A court should not assume in a 
caaa involving life or liberty that in- 
competent testimony haa not opsr- 
ated to the defendant's prejudice un- 
less this be cloarly so. Ilia danger' 
out ground upon which to tread ;and 
if il be the least doubtful, Ihe line 
should not bo crossed. It is true that 
Mrs. Johnson contradicted these wlt- 
ueaaea in eom. other matters; but a 
careful reading of tho testimony 
shows that In the main they agree as 
to Ihe material facta of the case. Tho 
contradicting witness waa tho widow 
of tho deceased ; tho contradiction 
was of a peculiar character, and well 
calculated to create dleoredit and 
arouse feeling. Under audi circum- 
stances we cannot understate to say

Here from the evidence that at the 
time the accused, M. G. Kadford, shot 
and killed lieury 1). Johnson, (if he 
did so shoot ami kill him), he the said 
Hud/ord not being him$e{f the attack- 
ing party in laid encounter, yet had 
reasonable grotiusls lo believe, tud 
did in good faith believe, his life waa 
then iu danger, or thai hia person 
was then in danger of great bodily 
harm Iron) violence then about to be 
iiiuictad on him by said Johnson 
then said itadfunl under his right ot 
self-defence had Ilia right to uaeauch 
uieaus as wore within hia power for 
Ida own protection; and this rig! 
may even extend to takiug th. life t 
hia adreraary when the danger, rei 
or apparent, Is imminent, Impending 
provided, however, the one so taking 
the life of hia adversary haa no other 
aafe menus of avoiding auch danger 
and protecting his life orp.rsou — the 
danger lo ones person may be either 
real er appareut." 

This instruction is erroneous In 
two r.specta. The qualification, — 
"he, the aaid Kadford not bciug him- 
self the attacking party" was both 
abstract aud misleading. The jury 
may have thought that tiie mere tak- 
ing of the gun along by the accus.d 
amounted to an attack upon tho de- 
ceaaed ; and oven if tiii. were true, 
yet the jury might poaaibly under 
Ihe evidence and proper instructions 
have believed that any intention 
use it upou Johnson that may bate 
existed in the uiiud of the accuaed 
lieu he left his house, had been ab- 
andoned by lit til before the deceased 
lyauced upon him and shot him. 
The evidence doea not disclose any 
effort, however, upon the part of Kail 
ford lo use the gun until Johuson ad- 
vanced upou him. Uue was a man 
six feet high, weighing over 1U0 
pounds, dangerous and determined 
iu the prime of life, whilo the other 
was a crippled oid man. Uuder this 
slate of the caae on the record as pre- 
sented, the word tupra should not 
have ben inaerled iu th« instruction. 
There is testimony iu tho record leu- 
ding to support th. claim that the 
act waa done in uecccasary self-de- 
fense; and Ibis instruction only al- 
lowed tho accused to act iu his own 
defense, provided there was no other 
life uieaua ol avoiding the danger. 
1'lie law does nol limit thia right. 
Such a restriction would be far from 
the perfection of human reaaou." 
It would require one believing and 
having reasonable grounds to believe 
that danger was a|>paraut and Im- 
pending lo know whether he could 
avoid il aaveiy otherwise than by in- 
juring tho adversary. The rule, 
tiow.ver, Is that If on. believes and 
has reasonable ground to believe, 
that the danger to him ia immediate 
and impending and that thero la no 
other apparaut and safe means to es- 
cape, that he may strike in his aelf- 
d.fense. Coii'inauu.TsCoiuwltb., 10th, 
Hush 405. 

The fifth instruction given to the 
jury correctly stated the relative 
rights ol landlord and tenant; but 
t was unnecessary loaolustruct them 
n ease, and calculated perhapa to 
mislead them. For the reasons indi- 
cated, the judgement la reversed and 
the cans, remanded for a new trial 
consistent with thia opinion.

POISONED ARROWS. 



How l l.ey Ware Hade tjjr the Indiana at 
a former Generative!. 

I hud often heard of the poisoned ee- 
rows, and d.teriuined to auk the old lu- 
dian arrow-maker about them and how 
they wer. made and impregnated wish 
the deadly poison whinh thoy wore tun- 
posed to contain, lie looked at ins far 
a full minute and then said: 

"First we take a bloated ydlow rat- 
tlesnake in August, when he is most 
poisonous, and tie him with a forked 
stick to a stake; thon we tease him till 
ho ia in a groat rage. Tills is done by 
passing a switch over hia body from 
his hoad to his tail. Whon ho tliKcskcs 
the ground with his body and his oyes 
grow bright and sparklo like diamonds 
we kill a doer, antelope or some oHinr 
small animal and, tearing out tho liver, 
throw it to the snake while it is warm 
and the blood still ennrsing throngh U. 
Tho roptilo will strike It again and 
again and pretty soon It will begin lo 
turn black. When ho tiros the snBku 
Is teased again and he is Induced tn 
sink bis fangs into the soft flesh until 
all the poison is extractod from him 
and the liver is reeking with it. Ho is 
then killed and tha liver lifted with a 
sharp pole, for so dangerous Is it no 
ono dare toneh it Tho liver is lot lay 
for about an hour, when It will be al- 
most jet block and emit a sour sniclL 
Arrows are thon brought end their 
Iron heada pushed into she liver up to 
the shaft. They are left aticlrtng there 
for about an hoar and a half, when they 
are withdrawn and dried In the sun. A 
tliiu, gliatenlng. yellow aotim adkerca 
to the arrow and if it but so muuli aa 
touches raw flesh it Is certain to poisoA 
It to death." 

I asked if Indians still used poisoned 
arrows. "No," ho replied, "no mart, 
Indian or w bile man, for years p.t-t, 
hu be»n shot with these arrows and 
th.y are uo longer maUa." — OmtiAa £«- 
publican.

Dr. Itauch, of the 
State board of health, baa made a 
close examination,; and pronounced 
the disease to be glanders in a wild 
foim. 



Los Akoei.es, Cal, Oct. 21— The 
city of Loa Augele* is situated four- 
teen miles from tho ocean, on a small 
river which beara the same name. 
When the census of 1880 was taken, 
the place had only a few thousand 
inhabitants and was a town of but 
little iniportanceor promise. To-day 
it has 00,000 residents and as many 
more tramient sojourners. For five 
years the city lias been growing with 
astonishing rapidity, and property 
lias enhanced in value until the 
prices asked arc no longer within the 
bounds of reason. Tho boom was 
turned on with a full head of steam 
and tho real estate men have been iu 
their glory for tho last year or two. 
Those who invested in real estate 
early enough made big money, but 1 
am inclined to bolievc that the boom 
has reached the top notch and has al 
ready beguu to subside. I noticed in 
yesterday'* reports that a lot hereto- 
fore held at $2,300 had been sold at 
$2,000, and I was told of another in- 
stance where a lot was sold for $1,100 
which was refused at $1,300 not long 
ago. The prices on many building 
lot* with .Vi feet front go as high as 
$8,000 or $10,000, aud in the business 
part of the city real estate i* worth 
thousands of dollars per front foot, 
it i* hard to get any kind of a resi- 
dence lot, even in undesirable por- 
tion* of the city, for lea* than $1,000. 
Of course this stale of affair* can't 
last, and when the boom has subsided 
the same lots can bo bad al reasona- 
ble prices. Many of the owners are 
foolish enough lo pott the prices at 
which lots are valued, and the asses- 
sor gels a fair sweep al them when 
hecomei around. That much dread- 
ed ofllcial makes his annual visits iu 
boom towns as well ai In the less for- 
tunate parts of the country, aud it 
takes only a few assessments to make 
au inflated valuation wilt like a frost 
ed tomato viue. The boom is kept 
up uow by the real estate ageuts, who 
are as thick as autumn leaves in Val 
lambrosa. You can't turn any where 
without running against a dozen or 
two of them. They have tholr offices 
on every street aud in every nook 
and corner. Some store rooms are 
divided into apartments like tl 
stalls in a livery stable, aud lu each 
one you will fiud a chair, a table and 
a real ealate agent. Corners are cut 
off in barber shops, cigar stands, drug 
•tores aud all other kinds of business 
houses, to be occupied by the gentle 
men who tell you that the prices of 
property have but just begun lo ad- 
vance, and that now is the tlmo to 
buy, before the boom gets fairly on. 
You will find them in bascmeuts, 
dowu stairs aud up stairs, on main 
streets and ou side streets, iu the 
business portions of town and in lb* 
suburbs, everywhere and at all 
limes, from early dawn till late at 
night. They advertise in every con- 
ceivable manner. The paper* are 
tilled with real estate for sale, the bill 
boards are covered, and there are 
enough planks stuck up on vacant 
lota to fence in the town. This all 
impresses the observer with the idea 
that buyers are not as plentiful as 
they have been, and that uow would 
he a first-rate time to lot property go. 
Some of the shrewd agent* realize 
thi* and are booming suburban 
towus. No less than a doztn little 
places have been laid off within a ra- 
dius of fifteen miles ef this city, and 
the lots are being put on the market 
at unreasonable figures. Town lots 
have been staked off for miles in these 
paper towns, which have as yet less 
than a dozen houses. Not only is 
this true, but all of the land between 
the city and these villagea has been 
divided up into small lots, which if 
they are ever built upon will make 
Cos Angeles tho largest city on the 
continent. Some of the agent* got 
the exclusive right to boom one of 
these little town*. In tho city it is a 
free for all fight. Every agent is 
trying to sell every lot, aud the man 
who make* the sale at the price fixed 
by the owner, rakes in the commis- 
sion of 5 per cent, on the first thous- 
and, i% on each aubscquent thousand. 
Al this rate the agent who makes a 
sale of a $3,000 lot gets $100; and al) 
the capital needed to go into business 
is an office large enough for a table 
aud a chair, a handful of cards, a 
map of the city, a plug hat aud a 
bushel of "gall." Some .of tbo toni- 
est ones have a carriage at hand to 
show strangers around town. They 
extend their courteaie* to any strang- 
ers who call on them, whether they 
want lo buy property or not. They 
go upon the principle that all strang- 
ers who are shown over Cos Angeles 
fall in love with the place and either 
decide lo locate here or go back to 
their homes walking advertisements 
or the place. And our corner lot 
fiiends arc seldom mistaken in their 
calculations. One only needs to see 
the beautiful city of Lot Angeles to 
arrive at the couclusion that it is a 
most delightful place to live, and a 
city with great possibilities for the 
future. The place is as yet more like 
a great overgrown town. Thero are 
very few bouaes more thau three sto- 
ries high, aud many of the marchanls 
arc still doing butines* In the original 
one-story frame house* put up before 
Cos Angeles began to aspire to the 
importance <>t a city. The city is 
mostly iu a level valley, but there are 
souio hills on one sido which are be- 
ing dotted all over with flue Iiouscb. 
This property Is tho dearest In the 
city, as the fogs are nut so bad on 
elevated places, aud the oceau breeze 
is felt at ail hours, cool aud fresh. 
Fogs are one of the objectionable fea- 
tures of this "glorious climate of 
California." The log this morning 
lor instance amount* almost to a 
drizzle, aud if I wore In Kentucky 1 
should predict rain before ulght. 
Hut the inhabitants tell you that they 
had rather have the fogs thau not, as 
they settle the dust and moisten the 



growing plaute. The" temperature 
here is very mild and free from sud- 
den changes. It ha* ranged from 54 
to DO degrees since I have been here, 
aud tho peoplo say the heat is rarely 
ever greater than at this season. It 
never gets cooler than 28 degrees, aud 
vegetables aud fruits grow the year 
round. Tomato vines are never 
killed down, but live and bear for 
yoars. Fruits ripen evory month in 
the year. I «aw two pear trees iu a 
yard, side by aide, audoue was loaded 
dowu with ripe fruit aud the other 
iu full bloom. All of the semi-tropi- 
cal fruits grow here, Including ba- 
nanas aud dates, which are to be 
seen iu the yards iu all stages, from 
tho blossom to tho full grown fruit. 

The year is divided into the rainy 
season aud the dry season. Tho 
rainy *eason begins about November 
1st, and occasional rains fall until 
May 1st, when tbo dry seasou sets In. 
Irrigation is uecessary iu order to 
make the country productive, and 
mauy California lands are almost 
worthless because no water cau bo 
had. Los Angeles is well supplied 
with water and thero are no serious 
drawbacks of auy character to her 
permanent and enduring prosperity 
There seems to be very little piety 
or morality about the place. Suuday 
no more thau auy other day, aud 
saloons, theatres aud many business 
houses were in full blast yesterday, 
and tho crowds ou the street were as 
great as ou wook days. The city Is 
dotted over with churches, but tho 
crowds around the beer gardens aud 
such places are much larger thau 
any of the churches cau bring out. 
The Salvation army paradea the 
street* every evening, but it does 
more harm than good, as it brings re- 
ligion Into ridicule. I should think 
Les Angeles a good place for the 
missionaries of all denominations to 
put forth their best endoavors. 

Nearly everything is higher he 
than iu the east, but hotel rates are 
reasonable enough. Good board can 
be had at $7 per week at many of 
them, and at from $4 to $0 iu private 
boarding houses. Tbo best hotels 
charge from $3 to $5 a day, and the 
cheapest restaurants charge 15 cent, 
for a meal. 

Cents aro very high, but wages a 
about double what thoy are iu Hop 
kinsville. Plumbers are paid $7, 
carpenters $4, masons $5, factory 
workmeu $3 to $4, and common la 
borers $2 50, aud all kinds of work 
men are in great demaud. 

Building is very expensive, but 
great deal of it is going ou. I stood 
ou one hill aud couulod twenty-five 
houses in process of erection. Or 
every street buildings of every char- 
acter are going up, and two half mil- 
lion dollar hotels aud a lino court 
house will be started as soon as the 
contract* can be let. If some of the 
700 real estate ageuts of the place 
would quit tho booming business 
and go to buildiug, Los Angeles 
would bo better off by tho ond of the 
year. 

I am finishing this letter on the 
train en route to San Diego. I am 
passing through a beautiful valley of 
farm lauds and viueyards and every 
time I glance out of the window I 
cau see dozeus of ground squirrels 
scampering about over the vacant 
fields. C. M. M.

II n 
aid was quickly ou the sccue, 
but in such confusion that the horror 
seemed to increase with their efforts 
to relieve the impritoned victim..

That they bad hired the chaise, Louvoit 
fully believed. And that this was tho ehuiso 
used in tho abduction ho clearly proved by 
comparing the distance between its wheels 
with that between tho tracks cut in tho 
earth about the old fish-house. It was an 
old-fashioned vehicle, with a tromeudous 
breadth of axle. Bo It was quito unlikely 
thut uny other conveyance should have mado 
Uiose brood ruts.

■ Parisian hotel a littlo after midnight on 
the duy of tho abduction. And, further- 
more, it was shown thut of tkw iiry hour at 
tho titxluction tboy were both at fbo hotel, 
which they loft later on in the evening far 
Havre, whenco they retumod next morn- 
ing agreeably to u message left by Oxford 
Willi the clerk. 

This, to an ordinory mind, was sufficient 
evidence that ( Ixford and Ilogers could havo 
had nothing whatcvor to do with tho affair, 
as each could clearly prove an alibi if called 
upon to do so.

The two clerks, delighted at the prospect 
of a (reiki, went down to St. Malo uuder the 
dcluuloii that they hud boon sent In disguise 
for lie solo purpose of rcecivinr; nnd of 
convt j ing to puns a buudlo of vawalilM-- 
uil tho in) story and secrecy attending their 
journey being adopted only to throw certain 
prospective luiovts off tho scout. 

Tho apartments engaged h J Fairfax wevo 
given llicsi, and tho lulso Dn k and ltegcr, 
with their equally false but (lo them) 
precious bundle, returned to Purls and 
registered at tho hotel us llichard Oxford 
and valet, keeping qulot during tho day. In 
tho evening tboy sent word to tho office of 
tho hotel of an Immedlato trip to Havre and 
a prospective return next morning, at winch 
lluie tho real Oxford and servant appeared 
und tool: up the thread of affairs where the 
others had dropped it, leaving shortly after- 
wards lor Kngnuid.
